Egyptian Burials. 

It has hitherto been supposed that in. 
Ezypt the practice of embalming the 
bodies of the dead and forming them 
into mummies was the most ancient 
meathcd of sepulture, but Professo 
Flinders Petric, the well known Egyp- 
tologist. has by recent excavations 
thrown quite a new light upon this 
question of the ancient method of dis- 
posing of the dead. At Deshasheh, a 
place about 50 miles south of Cairo, he 
has discovered a series of tombs, in the 
coffins of which he has found complete 
skeletons from which the flesh has been 
carefuliy dissected, evidently previous 
to burial. The coffins are of admirable 
workmanship, are made of sycamore 
and are in perfect preservation not- 
withstanding their 5,000 years’ burial 
in the sand. {t remains to be proved by 
further excavations whether the mntila- 
tion of the bodies was performed as a! 
ceremonial rite or whether this removal 
of flesh from the bones points to canni- 
balism on the part of the ancient peo 
ple.—Chambers’ Journal

At the Indian Head Experimental Farm 
there are over 120,000 trees growing in 
sheiter belts, hedges and plots, and at the 
Brandon farm there are close on 100,000.

climate. Formerly many thousand dollars 
were wasted annually, through the plant- 
ing of eastern fruit.and ornamental trees, 
not sufficiently hardy for the North-West. 
At Agassiz, B.C., where the climate is 
soft and equable, the opportunities for 
introducing exotic species are almost un- 
limited ; but at Brandon, and more 
especially at Indian Head, the peculiar- 
ities of climate are so marked that com 
paritively few species not indigenous to 
the soil, succeed. For instance, at Indian 
Head, 200 species and varieties, and at 
Brandon an additional hundred, are about 
all that have been proved adapted to | 
those localities.

A prairie, or, in fact, any home, should 
be made a thing of beauty as far as pos- 
sible. For this reason a little labor in 
planting ornamental shrubs is well spent 
even though it never brings any concrete 
return in dollars and cents. A carefully 
disposed collection of a few of the follow- 
ing shrubs will do much to add to the 
appearance of the farmers’ grounds : 
Butfalo berry, Albert honeysuckle, com- 
mon barberry, purple cytisus, native 
honeysuckle, Virginian creeper, and white 
virgin’s bower. In _ addition, several of 
the plants already given as suitgble for 
hedges will give a pleasing effect if set 
out, singly or in groups, for purely orna- 
mental purposes. —Free Press.

All this did 
not bappen in a day, for hours Lud 
elapsed since tle first misfortune 
Chen for seventy-two hours passengers 
and crew worked like slaves throwing 
the cargo everboard to lighten the ship, 
but it was of little avail. Inch by inch 
the ship settled, and as she sank deeper 
the waves washed with greater force 
ids freedom over her. One wave 
carried away eight of the lifeboats 
rom tho low-lying port side and with 
these went much of the hope from the 
nearts of the passengers and crew. 

‘*At four o'clock on the morning of 
che 5th the order was given to call ail 
hands on deck to prepure to take the 
«mall boats. The water had flooded 
the engine room und four pumps coul¢ 
not keep itdown.
